dered non-productive; bandits have 
been permitted to 
roam

will 


through the territory contiguous to 
the I'nited States and to seize, with- 
out punishment or without effective 
and ample punishment, the property 
of Americans, while the lives of cit- 
izens of the United States who ven- 
tured to remain in Mexican territory 
or to return there to protect their 
interests have been taken, in some 
cases barbously taken, and the mur- 
derers have neither been apprehend- 
ed nor brought to justice. It would 
be difficult to find in the annals of 
the history 
of 
Mexico conditions 


more deplorable than 
those which 


have existed there during these re- 
cent years of civil war.' 


It would be tedious to recount in- 


stance after instance, outrage after 
outrage, atrocity after atrocity, to il- 
lustrate the true nature and extent 
of the widespread conditions of law- 
lessness and violence

months in particular the frontier of 
the United States along the lower 
Rio Grande has been thrown into a

known both to Mexican 
civil 
and 


military authorities, as well 
as 
to 


American officers, have been enjoy- 
ing with impunity the liberty of tlie 
town of northern Mexico.

has the indefference of the dc facto 
government to these atrocities gone, 
that some of these leaders, as I am 
advised, have received not only the 
protection of that government, but 
encouragement and aid as well. 


Depredations upon American per- 


sons and property within Mexican 
jurisdiction have been still more nu- 
merous. 
This government 
has 
re- 


peatedly requested in the strongest 
terms that the de facto government 
safeguard the lives and homes of 
American citizens and 
furnish 
the 


protection which international obli- 
gations impose, to American inter- 
ests in the northern states of Ta- 
manlipas, 
Nuevo 
Leon, 
Coahuila, 


Chihuahua and Sonora, and also in 
the states to the south. 
For ex- 


ample, on January 3, troops were re- 
quested to punish bands of outlaws 
which looted the Cusi mines prop- 
erty, eight miles west of Chihuahua, 
but no effective results came from 
this request. 
During the following 


week a party of unfortunate Ameri- 
cans started by train from Chihuahua 
to visit the Cusi mines, after having 
received assurances from the Car- 
ranzista authorities in the state of 
Chihuahua that 
the 
country 
was 


safe and that aiguard on the train 
was not necessary. 
The Americans 


held passports or safe conducts is- 
sued by authorities of the de facto 
government. 
On January

the 


train was stopped by Villa bandits,

General Carranza stated to 
the 


agent of the department of state that

atrocious crime. 
It Is true that Vil- 


la, Castro and Lopez were publicly 
ild.iared to bo outlaws, and 
subject 


to apprehension 
and execution, but 


so far as known, only a single man 
personally connected with this mas- 
nacre has been brought to Justice by 
Mexican authorities. Within « month 


driven them far into the interior of

the memorandum, it is well

if they refused to go. Knowing con- 
ditions, the warning was amply sig- 
nificant. 


So the three of them started for 


El Paso, Texas. 
The journey from 


Chihuahua was one filled with un- 
told hardships—in fact, so terrible 
that even after Williams reached the 
United States he was reluctant to 
talk about his experiences. 'He seem- 
ed to regard the whole experience 
as one terrible nightmare. 


But as evidence of the 
terrible 


treatment meted out to them on the 
way, 
when Williams 
reached 
El 


Paso he was almost distracted from 
suffering and privations. Several of 
his fingers were missing due to 
a 


fight he had with the greasers. An 
arm was also missing. One of his 
legs was almost amputated, but it is 
believed the leg was lost some years 
previous in a mine explosion. 


The second man went raving mad 


and was committed to an asylum, 
while the third man's condition is 
unknown, but it is believed he 
isi 


still in Mexico. 


After Williams had been treated 


in a hospital for his injuries he gave 
an interview to a representative of 
the Cincinnati Enqlrer in which he 
gave a lucid, although brief descrip- 
tion of the horrible treatment 
ac- 


corded him and his two companions. 
That interview came to the 
atten- 


tion of Attorney H. 
C. Wine 
of 


Zanesville, whose wife is a sister of 
Williams. 
It had been years since 


anything was heard of Williams, but 
^Attorney Wine was satisfied that he 
was the man of whom some infor- 
mation was sought. 
He started an 


investigation through the 
Enquirer 


and also through inquiries made of 
the chief of police of El Paso and 
learned that his surmises as to Wil- 
liams' identity were correct. 


By that time, however, Williams 


had Sufficiently recovered from his 
injuries to leave El Pa«o for Colum- 
bus, New Mexico, where he had se- 
cured a position on an automobile 
tractor. 


Being informed of his 
wherea- 


bouts, a brother, W. E. Williams of 
Marion, Ind.. who is prosecuting at- 
tornov of that country, sent for him. 
Hersrhel Williams had been In Co- 
lumbus but a very short time 
( and 


was glad to avail 
himself 
of 
his 


brother's 
invitation. He went 
to 


Marlon 
immediately —that 
being 


about two months 
ago. 
But 
the 


hardships 
he 
had 
endured 
had 


wrecked his health. 
Although 
the 


death certificate gave uraemic pois- 
oning as the direct cause there can 
be no doubt as to what brought on 
his fatal Illness. 


He died a 
week ago Thursday 


night, the remains being taken 
to 


Zanesville to the home of 'Attorney 
and Mrs. H. C. Wine, Friday night, 
after which they were seat to iAdams- 
vllle. 


Besides Mrs. Wine and the broth- 


er In Marlon, the only other clone 
relatives of the deceased, are R. L. 
Williams, a brother, and druggist of 
Newark, and a slnt«r, Mrs. Ada Ha- 
na» of Glen VUdge.

Ashbrook Pension Bill. 


A Washington 
dispatch 
to this 


newspaper tells of the passage by 
the House of Representatives of the 
Ashbrook 
Widows' Pension Bill. 


which will perhaps make more hap- 
py hearts and homes than any other 
piece of legislation passed 
by 
the 


Sixty-fourth congress. The Ashbrook 
bill amends the existing law in four 
respects. First, it will Increase the 
pensions of all 
Civil 
war widows 


from $12 to $20 a month, regardless 
of age. Second, it will give all wid- 
ows on the pension rolls $20 
per 


month when they reach the age of 
70. Third, it will restore to remar- 
ried widows their pensionable status. 
Fourth, it raises the marriage limi- 
tations fifteen years, or to June 27. 
1905. 
This bill will 
benefit 
and 


brighten the homes of tens of thous- 
ands of women who have been pray- 
ing for its passage. 
It is believed 


the Senate will promptly pass 
the 


bill and it will become a law before 
this Congress adjourns. 


Mr. Ashbrook is receiving gener- 


ous congratulations. 
He has been 


known as the soldier's friend and is 
commonly 
called 
"Pension 
Bill." 


The passage of this bill will, without 
doubt, make him the most popular 
member of congress in the hearts of 
the old soldiers, their widows 
and 


dependents. Mr. Ashbrook and Gen- 
eral Sherwood have done more for 
the old soldiers than any two men 
Ohio ever sent to congress. 


i Why Not Camp Perry? 


Within the next few days approxi- 


mately 6500 Ohio militiamen will en- 
camp for an indefinite period at Co- 
lumbus pending their removal to the 
Mexican border. 
If the experiences 


at Camp Bushnell in 1S9S at the 
opening of the Spanish-American war 
is a criterion, 
the 
Columbus camp 


may 
be 
maintained 
for 
several 


weeks. 


The ground selected for this mob- 


ilization camp has no facilities for 
target practice or drills such as the 
ground at Camp Perry affords 
and

troops were not sent to Camp Perry 
where, pending their removal to the 
scene of action, they could have the 
advantage of a splendid target range 
and suitable drill ground. As the 
state owns Camp Perry why not take 
advantage of it?

HINTS TO PROGEESSIVE FARMERS 


Dairy Conn l,«»'k In Mineral Xutrltnrnt. 
Dairy cows fed the usual winter ra- 
tions i aiinot produce large milk yields 
without loss of minerals 
from 
their 
skeletons, writes Dr. K. B. Forbes, in 
Bulletin 
^9."> of the Ohio Kxperiment 
Station, basing his statement upon re- 
cent investigations of the Department 
of Nutrition. From his results he ad- 
vises dairymen to (rive the high pro- 
ducing- cow feeds rich in minerals, es- 
pecially calcium, magnesium and phos- 
phorus. 
A gradual shrinking in milk 
yield or a failure to breed may be due 
to mineral depletion, he continues. 
In his experiments different rations 
varying in mineral content were fed 
to heavy-miling Holstelns. 
More cal- 
lium. magnesium and phosphorus were 
given off in the milk and excreta than 
were present in the feed .although the 
rows maintained their live weight (lur- 
ing the experiment, and stored sulphur 
and nitrogen. 
Dr. Forbes says that the cow must 
draw upon her bones to supply this de- 
ficiency, because her capacity to pro- 
duce milk is much greater than her 
ability to digest minerals. 
The farm 
foods which are richest in the minerals 
are the legumes, especially clover and 
alfalfa. Grain feeds are all deficient in 
the most important mineral nutrient, 
lime 
I.ime may also be added to the 
ration in the form of bone flour or as 
calcium carbonate. 
Bulletin 2'jf. referred to above may 


be obtained by writing to the Experi- 
ment Station at Wooster.

a fort went with it lie experienced 


>u this occasion his first defeat in war, 
at the bauds of the French. 


Although at that time only twenty- 
wo years of age, he had been placed 
ii command of a small body of troops 
which was marching toward Fort Du- 
quesne. 
At a i»oiut oil the Muiiunga- 


hela river less than forty miles from 
lis destination he heard of the approach 
of a party of French and Indians, 
lent to intercept him. 
Accordingly he 


'ell back to the Great Meadows, fifty 
miles from Cumberland, and hastily 


rected a stockade, which he called 
Fort Necessity. 


With tile help of a friendly Indian 


sachem, Half King, he attacked the 
French in their camp at night, killing 
;heir commander, Jumonville, and tak- 
ng a number of prisoners. It was the 
'irst blood shed in the French and In- 
dian war. 


A few days later Fort Necessity was 


attacked by 1.500 Indians and French 
under Do Yilliers, and Washington sur- 
rendered on honorable terms. 
This 


was on the morning of July 4. 
He 


marched out with his little army of 
400 men, drums beating nnd flags fly- 
ng, and he nnd his soldiers returned 
peaceably to their homes. 


Antiquity of the Ballet. 


Strictly defined, tlie ballet is proper- 


'y a theatrical exhibition of the art of 
dancing In Its highest perfection, com- 
ilylng generally with the rules of the 
drama as to its composition nnd form. 
It was in existence in Italy as far back 
as A. D. 1500, the court of Turin in 
:hnt day making especial use of It and 
the royal family and nobles taking 
part In it 
The ballet -was first Intro- 


duced In France In the reign of Ijouls 
XIII., and both that monarch nnd 
Louis XIV. occasionally took part in 
its dances. About the year 170O wom- 
en made their first appearance In the 
ballet, which up to that time had been 
performed exclusively by men, as was 
the case also with plays and operas, 
but no woman ballet dancer of any 
note appeared until 1700. 


Latt Revolutionary Survivor. 


The last survivor of the Revolution- 


ary war was John Gray, who died In 
Noble county, O., aged 104 years, on 
March 2(5. 18(58. He came to the Buck- 
eye State early in Its existence. For 
some years before he died he drew an 
annual pension of $.">00 from the gov- 
ernment, General John A. Btngham 
having got a special act through con- 
gress for this, dray's father was killed 
at the battle of Stillwater, and he took 
hl« place in the army, Iwlng only six- 
teen years old then. He served through 
th* remainder of the war. Ills military 
record is on file at the office of tho 
Ohio commissioner of soldiers' claims.

The Declaration's Printing. 


The delegates from New York and 


those newly elected from Pennsylvania 
who had been sent In place of the men 
formerly opposing the declaration, as 
well as John Morris, signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence on the 2d of 
August. Thomas McKean of Delaware 
was allowed to sign later because he 
was absent from congress on that date, 
and newly elected members were al- 
lowed the same privilege as late as 
November. 


Satisfied that the signed parchment 


was a lastlns evidence of the birth of 
the new nation, congress took no fur- 
ther official action regarding the In- 
strument Itself until the mouth of Jan- 
uary, 1777. 


By that time the new republic began 


to feel Its strength, nnd congress de- 
cided to promulgate the namea of the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence by ordering that printed cop- 
lea of the document should be made, 
with the names of the signers added. 
These were to be sent to every state, 
with the request that the declaration 
be put lu the assembly records. 


Mary Katherlne Goddard, a woman 


who carried on the printing business 
on Broadside, Bnltlraore, probably nev- 
ep heard of woman's rights, yet it hap- 
pened that it became her *ght to print 
these copies of the American bill of 
'rights, as she was then conducting the 
printshop in which her brother, Wil- 
liam Godd«rd, had failed some time 
before. 


From these copies numerous other* 


were soon made, until before long ev- 
ery home boasted at least one copy of 
the original document which gave life 
to our republic. The spread of inter- 
est in the text of the declaration was 
enormous, every rebellious colonist de- 
Birlng to read the charter of American 
liberties.

Can 
the 
de 
facto 
government 


doubt that, if the United States had 
turned covetous eyes 
on Mexican 


territory, it could have found many 
pretexts in the past for gratification 
of its desire? 
If the Mexican gov- 


ernment is unwilling or unable to 
give the protection by preventing it 
territory from being the rendezvous 
and refuge of murderers and plun- 
derers, that does not relieve this gov- 
ernment from its duty to take all the 
steps necessary to safeguard Ameri- 
can citizens of American soil. 
The 


United States government cannot and 
will not allow bands of lawless men 
Lo establish 
themselves 
upon 
its 


borders with liberty to invade and 
plunder American territory with im- 
punity and, when pursued, to seek 
safety across the '•Rio Grande, relying 
upon the plea of their government 
Lhat the integrity of the soil of the 
Mexican republic must not be vio- 
lated. 


In conclusion the Mexican govern- 


ment invites the United 
States 
to 


support its "assurances of friendship 
with real and effect've facts," which 
can be no other than the immediate 


withdrawal of the American troops. 


For the reasons I have herein fully 


set forth, this request of the Mexican 
de facto government can not now be 
entertained. 
The United States has 


nol sought the necessity which has 
been forced upon it of pursuing ban- 
dits who under fundamental princi- 
ples of municipal and international 
aw, ought to be pursued and arrest- 
id and punished by Mexican authorl- 
ies. 


Whenever 
Mexico 
will 
assume 


•md effectively exercise that respon- 
sibility the United States, as it has 
many times before publicly declared, 
will be glad to have this obligation 
ulfilled by the 
de 
facto 
govern- 


ment of Mexico. If on the contrary, 
he de facto government is pleased 
o ignore this obligation and to be- 
ieve that "In case of a refusal to re- 
irc these troops there Is no further 
recourse than to defend its territory 
by an appeal to arms," the govern- 
ment of the 
United 
States would 


tir«ly be lacking in 
sincerity 
and 


rlendshlp if it did not frankly Im- 
ress upon the dc facto government 
hat the execution of thli threat will 
ead to the gravest consequences. 
While thin government would deeply 
refrot men a roult, it cannot r*c*Ae

perform^ its full duty in preventing 
further invasions of the territory of 
the United States and in removing 
the peril which Americans along the 
international boundary have borne 
so long with patience and forebear- 
ance.
